the regiment, Solid shot ploughed 
the ground both in front and rear, 
andvthe air seemed filled with the 
missiles of death, yet during the 
entire two hours’ bombardment 


the, regiment lost only four. 

There was One man in particular 
in company “I” of whom many 
stories could be related. I refer to 
Rufus C. Penley, who was born in 
Norway, and was living at the 
time of his enlistment with his 
uucle Reuben at North Norway. 
His brother Ephraim was also a 
member of the Bethel Company. 
His father was Charles Penley, 
who was living in Portland. I 
well remember promising the 
father and mother before we left 
Portland, that 1 would inform 
them in case of the death of either 
son, that proper burial should be 
made, and that the graves should 
he"distinctly marked. 

‘Rufus died in camp at White 
O.alc Church, Virginia, Dec. 28th, 
1862. My promise to the bereaved 
parents was kept ; while the casket 
in which he was interred was not 
what we would have wished it, 
being made of hard-tack boxes, 
yet it was better than many of his 
fellow comrades had. His remains 
now lie in Evergreen cemetery at 
Deering. 

Penley was a fair soldier, though 
possessed of some peculiar char¬ 
acteristics, as will be seen in the 
following stories: 

While we were in camp at Bush 
Hill near Alexandria, I remember 
sitting i n my tent one day, when a 
huckster drove in among the boys 
with a wagon loaded with melons, 
peaches, cheese, butter and eggs. 
When he reached Company “I” he 
stopped near my tent and began 
at once an active business. The 
boys crowded about the wagon and 
quick sales were made. While the 
owner was busy with a customer, 

I remember seeing Penley filling' 
his pockets with eggs from a bas¬ 
ket that was somewhat concealed 
from the huckster’s view. After 
filling his pockets with stolen eggs, 
Penley went a short distance away 
and was soon boiling the eggs for 
his dinn er. A few minutes I ater I 
saw him sitting at his table—a 
hard-tack box—enjoying some of 
his eggs, but now and then he 
would open an egg and lay it dowii 
near his camp stool. Wondering 
what he would do next, I watched 
him. When he had finished his 
Imeal he .picked up the eggs that 
{were more aged, I presume, than 
fresh, and with a disgusted ex¬ 
pression on his face, went to the 
liuckster, showing him the rotten 
eggs and said in an earnest though 
stuttering manner, “d-d—d—dam 
you, selling rotten eggs to the 
soldiers.” He demanded good eggs 
for the poor ones. The huckster 
readily consented, believing that 
Penley was a purchaser, and gave 
him a fresh supply. It lias always 
seemed to me that this was a case 
of “cheek.” 

Penley was not the only soldier 
so effected. I remember him at 
Harrison’s Landing on the James 
river, coming to me one day 'and 
saying,“Captain, I am hungry, will 
you let me go up to that house,” 
pointing to a house not far away, 
“to buy something to eat?” I allow¬ 
ed him to go, though ordered him 
to report to me on his return. In 
two or three hours he came back 
loaded down with chickens, eggs, 
butter and many other things for 
his table. Knowing that h.e had 
no money, I asked him how he 
obtained these things. He replied, 
“Captain, I had in my pocket, a 
piece of paper that was an adver¬ 
tisement of some kind of hair-oil. 
On this paper a figure five had 
been stamped. The paper had the 
appearance of money, something 
like a. five dollar bill of the old 
state money. I gave this to the 
old lady, who in her ignorance’ 
accepted it and gave me not only 
these things that you see, hut con¬ 
siderable change in silver.” I 
replied to’hW as. follows: “Well, 
Rufus, are you. not ashamed of 
yourself?” He looked up with an 
expression of scorn on his features 
which would have done honor to, 
comical Brown, and said in his 
stuttering way: “Y-y—yes, I am 
d-d—dam s-sorry that I gave her 
anything.” I bit my lips and 
turned on my heel as he left.. I 
thought the old lady would not 
add much to her hank accouut by 
this transaction. This was rather ' 
sharp practice without d oubt, but 
PenlOy evidently. believed in the 
saying, “all is fair in war,” and 
his conscience, therefore, did not 
trouble him. In relating these 
incidents no reflection, on. the' 
, general worth and character of 
Penley is intended, for lie was a 
man who did all that was asked of 
him, and sometimes more*. 
Ephraim, his brother, was dis¬ 
charged for disability early in ’63, 
and soon after went south, I think 
to Vicksburg, where he married' 
and went into business. I received, 
a letter from him some five or six: 
years ago, in which he wrote me 
that he was trying for a pension.. 
I have lately learned from, a 
cousin "of his that he died some, 
three* years ago in his southern 
home. •

Letter From Worcester, Mass. 

Worcester, Mass. 

To the News : 

You are to be congratulated on 
your Berlin edition, as it was a 
masterpiece itself, especially the 
News group with both proprietors, 
proof reader, copy holder, the com¬ 
positors with their sticks and the 
boy with the galley, a printer’s 
devil no doubt, as no news paper 
office would be complete without 
one; all bring to my mind the time 
I dabbled in em quods anden quods 
and spaces. 

In 1879 I was press feeder for 
Brown Thurston, Exchange St., 
Portland, Maine, where I was 
obliged to stand on a plank to 
bring myself up to the required 
height, but in all the years that 
have followed have never succeeded 
to get beyond five feet. At odd 
moments I picked up the case, set 
up poetry, run it off on the proof 
press, and have always kept my 
first effort. At that time we print¬ 
ed the front half of the “Argus” in 
the afternoon, and the other side 
containing the daily news was run 
off at 3.30 A. M., in time to be de- 
livered at six. Since then they 
have a beautiful press of their own 
in the basement of the same build- 
ing- 

Moving to Boston a few years 
later I served my time with J. H. 
Brigham on Milk St., who used to 
bring out the latest novels to be 
sold at railroad depots and news 
paper stands. At that time Allan 
Quatermain, by Rider Haggard, 
was published in a London 
monthly magazine, which was 
sent over every .month and set up 
in book form, and was on sale very 
soon after the last portion was 
printed in London. The same 
with other works of the day, and I 
don’t doubt but what he is there 
today, unless he is gathered to his 
fathers, developing “type-stickers” 
on an average of one every three 
months. 

How we did enjoy setting up 
our “takes” and rushing from one 
to t another to read what’ came 
before, or after ours l * It was an 
odd way to read a novel, one would 
say, but I assure you even the 
smallest detail is imprinted on my 
memory. ■■ \/ .-A . - : ! 

From there went to Cashman & 
Keating’s, where they print “The 
Pilot” and Catholic magazines, 
and I had a change to ecclesias¬ 
tical sermons, which took hours to 1 
decihper; there was a great deal of 
Yankee guess work, but strange to 
relate, in a short time becoming 
accustomed to the different chiro- 
graphy, succeeded beyond my ex¬ 
pectations. Very ofter two would, 
through necessity, use the same 
galley, and after correcting our 
proof hand it over to the next, 
only to find in the end it would 
require re-correcting as all the last 
letters had a habit of dropping a 
line or two below. 

My next experience was at 'J. S. 
Cushing,s, where translations from 
Victor Hugo were in order, so I 
returned again to novels. 

My health failing I went to Bethel 
to recuperate, as I was connected 
by marriage with one of its oldest 
families, and after a short time 
decided to connect myself directly 
with the same family, conse¬ 
quently I am interested in Bethel 
and all that pertains to it. 

Speaking of your desire to obtain 
1398 subscribers before that year; 
I think it would be a good idea to 
retain the old ones by sending all 
a two weeks’ notice in the form of 
postals, notifying them of the ex¬ 
piration of their subscriptions, 
thereby enabling them to renew 
and prevent missing a single copy.

The Observer has just had a new 
experience; she has seen a borse 
laugb! Of course, in common 
witb all tbe readers of tbe News, 
sbe bas too often beard a “horse¬ 
laugh”—but a visible one never 
greeted her charmed sight till 
lately, when hearing an unwonted 
noise in the street, sbe went to 
tbe window and there beheld a 
truly moving scene—in fact, it 
might have been called a mov¬ 
ing “tail,” for cantering up Mill 
Hill witb all tbe courage of 
emancipation in its short legs 
came a run-away porker, with such 
a grim, Patrick Henry “liberty,” 
and not death expression on its 
countenance, as fears of his ap¬ 
proaching fate shook his predomi¬ 
nant sides, that the Observer’s 
sympathies were wholly with the 
brave struggle for freedom, and 
quite indifferent to the mental suf¬ 
ferings of the worthy butcher toil¬ 
ing up the hill in pursuit. 

Close behind the gallant pig 
came a fine span of horses drawing 
a load, and the off-horse’s ex¬ 
pression caught her attention, for 
he was evidently convulsed with 
mirth.

as she gazed he suddenly seemed

The Observer immediately added 
this experience toothers in which 
her soul has delighted in days gone 
by, when animals bave seemed to 
possess characteristics in common 
with human beings—at least giv¬ 
ing expression to emotions akin to 
human nature.

obliged to perch bolt upright. We 
seemed to see a row of sleepy 
little ghosts ranged in that dim 
corridor, and weird little yawns 
following us as we closed the door. 
You poor, dear,.little pages! In 
further illustration, there is a suite 
of rooms wherein upon hangings, 
furniture, and screens he had had 
monkeys and parrots embroidered 
and painted in order to insult his 
so-called friend, Voltaire, by im¬ 
mortalizing what he was pleased 
to consider his friend’s faults in 
this cruel fashion, and then invit¬ 
ing him to take possession of the 
suite as his own,—so there wasn’t 
one least spark of admiration In the 
Observer’s heart as she left the 
palace, for the man she declared 
she would ever after call,“ Frederic' 
the Little.;” but out opon a terrace 
in sight of his favorite window, she 
suddenly came upon a little horse 
and dog cemetery, where his pets 
had been laid at rest with such 


marks of tenderness and care that 
she whs forced to feel that some¬ 
where in the dead king’s heart 
there was a sweet spring from 
which his little dumb brothers 
wore comforted—and therefore 
allowed her hardened heart to 
melt a little around the edges. 

As animals seem to have ex¬ 
pressions strangely akin to human 
beings, and, as expression is sup¬ 
posed to be the outward mark of 
an inward condition, let some 
illustrations taken from personal- 
observation suggest to us what 
they may. We will not take the 
well known examples of passionate 
love, fidelity and heart-breaking 
grief which are so frequently met, 
but tell two little stories where 
lower motives seemed to comically 
“make the whole world kin.” We 
already knew that animals remem¬ 
ber and love, but we didn’t think 
that they were conceited and 
envious—but we anticipate ! 

Once, when driving by West 
Bethel corner, we saw a fine, dark 
yellow dog with an aristocratic 
head, an aldermanic stomach, and 
a magnificent white shirt front, 
sitting under a tree. His position 
was unusual, for he held himself 
stiffly erect with hardly a curve in 
his back, with his chin drawn into 
double folds, nostrils haughtily 
contracted, and a general expres¬ 
sion of the most concentrated dog- 
dignity enveloping him like a 
mantle. 

Instantly we drew rein and 
spoke to him, but to our mortifica¬ 
tion there was no response; not an 
ear quivered; the handsome tail 
never stirred, and, strangest of all, 
his eyes never changed their direc¬ 
tion, never left their aristocratic, 
high level of absolute unconscious¬ 
ness of our presence. Feeling 
strangely' humiliated, we drove 
slowly on, still keeping our fasci¬ 
nated eyes upoD his lord-ship, 
when just-as we were with-draw¬ 
ing our reluctant gaze, his desire 
to see what impression he had 
made, slew him. He turned his 
eyes, and, seeing that he was 
caught, instantly re-stiffened him¬ 
self with such an expression of 
invulnerable conceit and human 
weakness, that our shouts rent the 
skies. At last he had descended to 
our level; we were en rapport — 
our hour of abasement was ended. 

One more snap-shot picture. 
We had driven np from the South¬ 
ern Head of Grand Manan with an 
old fisherman and his mare, and 
lovely little frisking colt, to the 
village store tor mail, molasses, 
and other good things, and were 
sitting in the wagon awaiting the 
pleasure of our driver, when down 
the quiet, grassy street came, evi¬ 
dently, the village belle among the 
cows. She was an exquisite, deer¬ 
like * creature ; a family pet, no 
doubt, for she was carefully 
groomed, and wore a scarlet collar 
with a sweet toned bell, which her 
tossing head jangled nervously. 
Her little feet hardly thought the 
ground quite good enough, and 
coquetry, love of admiration, and 
desire for power, were all intensified 
by motherhood. She had always 
reigned supreme, and here was a 
new claim which she was deter¬ 
mined to enforce, for by her side 
shambled a very new and unde¬ 
cided calf, seeming to have no 
vested interest in its own legs, and 
lurching against its dainty mother 
in a discouraging manner, hut the 
proud young mother was in 
raptures. Every toss of her head 
said, “Did you—of course you 
never did, see anything so wonder¬ 
ful in every way as my calf?” 
When suddenly sbe caught sight 
of our gay little colt, who, sleek, 
glossy and graceful, was play¬ 
ing little pranks upon his patient 
mother. The poor young thing 
stopped short, “What was this— 
a new kind of cow-baby? and one 
that even a fond parent must 
admit was far beyond her own.” 
She stood like a statue for a full 
minute, with head outstretched 
and eyes protruding, then step by 
step, drew near to the little colt

OBITUARY. 

Mr. Joshua G. Rich. 

“A long life, well spent.” Than 
this, no truer epitaph could be 
written for the old friend who has 
passed from among us, and who 
will be missed so much in our vil¬ 
lage. A pleasant, genial old gen¬ 
tleman, he always had a cordial 
word for everyone he met, and it is 
safe to say that no one in the place 
was held in more loving esteem 


less region. Fourteen children 
were born to Mr. and Mrs. Bieh. 
.Not many women would have had 
the courage Mrs. Bich displayed, 
isolated as she was, in a country 
infested with wild animals, alone 
With her little children, 
during the long trips her husband 
made trapping or guiding. They 
built and kept the first public 
bouse in the lake region, “Angler’s 
Betreat,” at Middle Dam. 

In his later days Mr. Bich lived 
on a farm in Greenwood, and then 
came to Bethel, where he has lived 
for a number of years, serving as 
Trial Justice and conducting the 
Bethel Pension Agency, in which 
he was remarkably successful 
Mrs. Bich died in 1884, and two 
years later Mir.. Bich married Mrs. 
H. 1ST. Gore, who survives him. 
He was correspondent for several 
[papers, and wrote quite largely, 
fox* publication, of bis adventures 
and-of the Maine woods. We 
quote the following from one of his 
letters, which will give some idea 
of his life in the long years spent" 
in the forest: , 

“Now'Tam more than seventy 
years old, it makes me tremble as 
I think of the narrow escapes and 
great perils I have been through 
by night and by day, in summer 
and winter, on water and under 
water, on mountains and in 
swamps, starving, freezing, over¬ 
come by heavy loads and traps, 
rain storms, snow and sleet, in the 
night time as well as day. I am 
not writing romance, but real life 
and experience, should one half of 
which be written in full, very few 
if any, would believe it. I never 
heard of a family in this state so 
Isolated as we were. All the food 
and necessaries of life, excepting 
fish and wild meat, had to be 
carried on my back twenty miles 
in winter, on snow shoos, over 
mountains, and only by blazed 
trees.”

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than he. The poets’ creed, “I love 
God, I love flowers, I love little 
children,” might justly be claimed 
by him; thoroxighly conscientious, 
upright and just, the first clause 
was proven by his following the 
injunction given of old, to “deal 
justly, love mercy and to walk up¬ 
rightly.” The second part, no one 
would doubt who bad ever seen 
his garden in summer. “They are 
my life,” he one day said to the 
writer, in speaking of his flowers. 
Much of his time was spent among 
them, and nothing gave him great¬ 
er pleasure than to add some new 
or rare specimen to his large vari¬ 
ety. He enjoyed giving them to 
other lovers of flowers, and to 
many an office and home and sick¬ 
room did they go with their sweet 
messages, and froin the solemn 
stillness of many a casket did their 
delicate perfume breathe the Sym¬ 
pathy of the giver. He always 
noticed the little children, and his 
little friends enjoyed calling on 
him at his home. 

For years he has been afflicted 
with a serious cardiac affection, 
from which he suffered intensely I 
much of the time, but attended to 
hisbusiness affairs until within two 
or three weeks of his death, which 
occurred on "Wednesday, the 17th 
of this month. The funei'al servic¬ 
es took place at the home oil the 7 
Saturday following, the large num¬ 
ber of relatives and friends present 
attesting to the high regard in 
which he was held in our commu¬ 
nity. Bev. Mr. Jordan’s remarks 
.were well chosen and sympathetic, 
and beautiful floral tributes were 
numerous. 

Mr. Bich’s life has been full of 
variety and adventure. He was 
bora in Hew Sharon, Me., in April, 
1820, and was educated in the 
common schools and Farmington 
high school. With all a young 
man’s love of the unusual and ad¬ 
venturous, he found the quiet rou¬ 
tine of country life unsatisfying, 
and went to sea as a sailor, in 
which capacity he served fob five 
years, and as he expressed it, 
“roamed half the world over.” 
At the age of twenty-two, he again 
took up his abode on land,, in 
Boxbury, Mass., and shortly after¬ 
ward was married to Miss Mary N. 
Day. When their first son was a 
small child, they left their home 
in Boxbury and travelled far into 
the wilderness of the Maine wjoods, 
then almost unbroken,, and inade 
a little home by the lakeside, 
twenty miles from any human 
habitation.. Here they lived- for 
many years, Mr. Bich hunting, 
trapping, and acting as guide

Gilead, passed from this life Feb.. 
9, after eighty-one years of full, 
rounded existence, the last of a 
family of seven to enter the life be¬ 
yond. 

He was bora in Gilead, Feb. 2, 
1816, the fifth child of Mary 
Adams and Perley Putman Burn¬ 
ham, both of whom could trace 
their lineage in ‘ a direct line from 
old Puritan families, and on the 
paternal side'Was allied with the 
Putnams of Danvers, Mass., the. 
family that produced the sturdy 
Revolutionary. hero. ; : 

As a young man he .early devel¬ 
oped the,qualities which, in later 
years won the confidence ..of his 
townsmen and made him the 

- - A 

acknowledged leader In every enter 
prise which was for the good of 
the community. At the age of 
twenty-one he was elected towh 
clerk, and from that time on .has 
filled every office in the gift of the 
people, -holding some of them 
many successive years, and also 
represented his district in the 
State Legislature. He was a man 
of unimpeachable honor and jnteg, 
x’ity, and those, who knew Him 
never hesitated to place him* in 
positions of trust and responsibil¬ 
ity, and he never betrayed the con- 
fidence reposed-in him. 

He was a true Christian, "and 
though he never identified himself 
with the chui'ch, he was a generoxis 
contributor to it, and a leader -in 
every movement to strengthen 
and sustain its work in the com¬ 
munity. 

In 1842, .-he married Florilla 
Burbank, daughter of James Bur¬ 
bank, and their xxnion was blessed 
with nine children, six of whom, 
with his wife, still survive,, four 
sons and two daughters. Daring 
all these fifty-five years of wedded 
life, he will he*l’emembered by his 
family as a kind, indulgent hus¬ 
band and father. 

A man of few words, hut ener¬ 
getic in’ deeds, j ust in his judg¬ 
ments, tolerant in his beliefs, yet 
stern in his denunciation of wrong, 
one who . never spoke ill of his 
neighbors, and never . changed a 
course of action which he consider 
ed right, because of criticism or 
censui-e. 

His. whole life was passed in his 
native town, yet he was not nar¬ 
row or provincial. He was broad 
in his interests and sympathies, 
and kept in touch with all the 
qxiestions and movements of the 
day. 

The weight of years bad left 
their impress on mind and body,, 
yet he was always cheerful and 
patient, and those who loved him 
and tenderly cared for him, though 
they will sadly miss his dear fa¬ 
miliar presence, and Sorrow for J 
his loss, are also glad that the 
sturdy, energetic spirit is at last 
fi’ee from the trammels of the 
flesh, to enter into a new life and 
larger activities, “in the world.

A Farm Where Snails, Axe liaised. 

Over in Switzerland the people are 
very fond of snails—almost as fond as 
the American boy is of mince pie. It 
long ago became impossible for even 
sharp eyed suail hunters to find all the 
snails they could sell, and so some Of the 
Clever Swiss have started snail farms. 
As you may imagine, they are odd 
places, only a few rods square and di¬ 
vided into small parts, separated by 
fences about two feet high, with nails 
along; the top to prevent the snails from 
running;away. Little arbors of moss are 
provided for the snails as shelter from 
the sun,, for snails do not like the sun. 
If there is not lime or chalk in the earth 
of the farm, the farmer sprinkles it 
about. Snails eat cabbage, salad, nettles 
and dandelion. They seem to be most 
hungry after a rain. 

The harvest time for snails is the lat¬ 
ter part of August or the first of Septem¬ 
ber. Then the snails are sorted out. 
Those having round white houses, are 
considered fat and are the most valua¬ 
ble. They are packed in bores contain¬ 
ing soft hay for shipment, and they sell 
-for high prices.—Chicago Record.

The Latest Antitoxine. 

Medicine is indeed a progressive sci- 
ence. True, it has made claims in the 
past few years that have never been sub¬ 
stantiated, hut it has made some mar¬ 
velous strides within that period never¬ 
theless. ■ 

Its latest triumph is in the discovery 
of another antitoxine for blood poison¬ 
ing and its resulting malady, lockjaw. 
If it succeeds in conquering it, one of 
the most sinister and stubborn of human 
maladies will.be deprived of its terrors. 
Almost everybody knows that blood 
poisoning is an exceedingly painful and 
usually fatal- disease. Tetanus, or lock¬ 
jaw, often results. The disease has its 
characteristic microbe, which has been 
recognized, isolated and reproduced by 
artificial culture. The tetanus antitoxine 
is similar in nature and action and in 
method of preparation to the antitoxine 
Of diphtheria. It is put up in font 
forms—a dry powder, a liquid solution 
and in two degrees of strength. One 
record of a cure having been made from 
it in a German hospital has been offi¬ 
cially and minutely given. It appears 
that a young man experienced, after a 
thorough wetting, severe pains and stiff¬ 
ness in the muscles of the neck and 
throat. Two days after a physician was 
called, who prescribed treatment, but 
the patient continued to get worse. Fi¬ 
nally* after about ten days of suffering, 
symptoms of tetanus had developed so 
violently that he was transferred, to a. 
hospital. A careful examination reveal¬ 
ed a small cut or scratch under the 
right ear. It had nearly healed and was 
so slight in outward appearance that it 
was not at first noticed. The patient 
continued to grow rapidly worse. The 
usual treatment seemed to he of no 
avail. There being no doubt of a fully 
developed case of tetanus, 6 grams of 
the so called hundred unit antitoxine 
were dissolved in 50 grams of water and 
injected hypodermically in three places 
on the breast. During the evening of the 
same day a slight improvement was ob¬ 
served. This condition was maintained 
for two or three days, when the acute, 
symptoms gradually returned. Finally 
a second dose was administered, and 
from that time improvement was so 
rapid and sustained that in 16 days the 
patient was discharged from the hos¬ 
pital at his own request. 

The physicians in charge maintain 
that this was a typical and conclusive 
case, in which life could not have beeD 
saved by any other treatment known. 
They also maintain that the disease 
might have been arrested and shortened 
had the -antitoxine been administered 
before the case had become fully devel¬ 
oped. The antitoxine has been used ex¬ 
perimentally in this: country and in 
France, the tests having beenmade upon 
animals. In every case the indications 
are that its use entails no injurious re¬ 
sults. 

It is a little too scon, of course, to es¬ 
timate the exact value of the new rem¬ 
edy, hut physicians seem to have great 
confidence in: it. And physicians are 
proverbially conservative, as they have 
a reason and a right to be.

m THE CLERMONT. 

INCIDENTS OF THE-FIRST VOYAGE OF 
FULTON’S STEAMBOAT. ‘ 

A Group of Women.-Who Made the His¬ 
toric Trip—How the Engagement of the 

Inventor Was Announced—Predictions 

Made hy Chancellor Livingston. 

Helen Evertson Smith, in The Cen¬ 
tury, has a paper on ‘ ‘A Group of Amer¬ 
ican GirlsEariy In the Century,” which 
gives pleasant glimpses of Chancellor 
Livingston and Robert Fulton. The 
chancellor invited several of his fair 
cousins to make a trip from New York 
to his home at Clermont in a new boat. 
Miss Smith says : 

The “new boat” of the letter was the 
now celebrated Clermont, the steamboat 
of Robert Fulton, which in August, 
1807, made the first successful steam 
voyage up the astonished Hudson and 
demonstrated to the world that a new 
force had been discovered by which old 
methods in nearly all lines were to be 
revolutionized. 

Very likely, with all their loving 
confidence in the wisdom of the chan¬ 
cellor, the sisters embarked with some 
distrust of bis new boat’s making good 
its promise to get them borne in less 
than three days, even if -both wind and 
tide should prove unfavorable, but they 
were not afraid of anything, worse than 
delay, though most of their friends 
feared for them. During the nine years 
that had passed since “Robert R. Liv- 
iugston and Robert Fulton bad-first se¬ 
cured the concession to navigate the 
waters in New York state for 20 years, 
providing they should build a boat of 
not less than 20 tous, that would go not 
less than four miles au hour against 
wind and tide,” the subject bad been so 
often talked over in their presence that 
the sisters were already quite intelligent 
upon it and laughed at the fears of their 
timorous friends. 

The embarkation was from a dock 
“near the state prison” (which was in 
“Greenwich village,” on the North 
river) and was witnessed by a crowd of 
“not less than 500 persons. ” Many were 
friends of the passengers, who bade 
them farewell with as much solicitude 
as if they were going to Madagascar,- 
especially trembling with apprehension 
at the “terrible risk run by sailing in a 
boat full, of fire. ” 

The adventurous voyagers, who were 
the guests of Robert Fnltou and Chan¬ 
cellor Livingston, were about 40 in num¬ 
ber, including but a few ladies. Among 
the latter, besides our two young sisters 
and their aunt, Mrs. Thomas Morris 
(daughter-in-law of Robert Morris, the 
financier of the Revolution), were at 
least one of the chancellor’s two daugh¬ 
ters, four of the many daughters of his 
brothers, John R. and Colonel Harry, and 
a young lady who was more interested 
in the result of this memorable experi¬ 
ment than auy one save the inventor 
himself. Iu all the biographies of Ful¬ 
ton Miss Harriet Livingston is called 
the chancellor’s niece, but she was real¬ 
ly his cousin. She was a beautiful, 
graceful aud accomplished woman and 
had loug given her heart to Robert Ful¬ 
ton. The fair Harriet was at this time 
about two and twenty aud “deeply in 
love with her handsome, gifted lover as 
any girl well could bo.” There were 
many distinguished and fine looking 
men on board the Clermont, but my 
grandmother always described Robert 
Fnltou as surpassing them all. “That 
son of a Pennsylvania farmer, ” she was 
wont to say, “was really a prince 
among men. He was as modest as he 
was great and as handsome as he was 
modest. His eyes were glorious with 
love and genius.” 

A little before reaching Clermont, 
wheu the success cf the voyage was well 
assured, the betrothal was announced 
by the chancellor in a graceful speech, 
in the course of which he prophesied 
that the “same of the inventor would 
descend to posterity as that of a bene¬ 
factor to the world, aud that it was not 
impossible that before the close of the 
present century vessels might even be 
able to make the voyage to Europe with¬ 
out other motive power than steam.” 

This hardy prediction was received 
with but moderate approval by any, 
while smiles of incredulity were ex¬ 
changed between those who were so 
placed that they could not be seen by the 
speeehmaker or the inveutor. John R. 
was heard to say in an aside to his cous¬ 
in, John Swift Livingston, that “Bob 
had many a bee in his bonnet before 
now, but this steam folly would prove 
the worst one yet. ” But the chancellor’s 
brothers lived to see the ocean regular¬ 
ly traversed by steam vessels, but the 
prophet himself and the inventor both 
passed away before the realization of 
their dreams. 


The Sleeping Disease. 

On the western coast of Africa they 
have a singular and always fatal malady 
which is known as the sleeping disease, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch. The person 
attacked by it is seized with a sensation 
of drowsiness, which continues to in¬ 
crease in spite of the efforts made to 
throw it off. Finally the patient sinks 
into a profound sleep, which continues 
for about three weeks, or until death 
ensues. The most curious feature of the 
disease is that, aside from the drowsi¬ 
ness, the patient seems much as usual. 
The pulse, respiration and temperature 
are normal, while he may be easily 
aroused and will take nourishment and 
answer questions in a' perfectly natural 
manner. 

. - POISONOUS POTATOES. 

An Alkaloid Called Solanine Hoes Great 
Damage Sometimes. 

It is not very rare to see serious ac¬ 
cidents happen by poisoning from the 
use of potatoes in places where food is 
supplied by contract, as iu schools, pris¬ 
ons and barracks, and astonishment is 
expressed that this precious and highly 
estimated food stuff should be capable 
of doing so much damage. It is well to 
know that the potato, even when abso¬ 
lutely sound, contains a certain amount 
of a vegetable alkaloid called solanine. 

The .-remarkable point is that this sol¬ 
anine is much more abundant in sum¬ 
mer than in winter; whereas it amounts 
to .044 per kilogram from November 
to February, it reaches the figure of .236 
in July and August. This evil would 
not be very great if the production of 
the alkaloid were not still further in¬ 
creased hy the process of germination 
and putrefaction of the potato. The use 
of potatoes deteriorated in this way may 
give rise to cases of poisoning character¬ 
ized by vomiting, diarrhea, fever, di¬ 
lated pupils, convulsions and profuse 
sweating. 

It is usually in the months of June 
and July that these accidents occur, at 
the moment when the potatoes of the 
preceding year have .begun: to germinate 
and rot. The contractors of the above 
mentioned establishments send these po¬ 
tatoes there, since they have no longer 
any marketable value, because the new 
potatoes are already large and reduced' 
in price. 

It is therefore necessary to watch 
these supplies in a most careful manner 
and to refuse potatoes that show any 
black qr softened spots or that have be¬ 
gun to germinate. As a general thing 
potatoes used i« eating should be as 
fresh ns possible.---Paris Herald. 


AEIREWATER SPBIN& 

SANGUINARY PLANS OF WILD INDIANS 
CLEVERLY FRUSTRATED. 

How a Smuggler on a Government Reser¬ 
vation Laid Out a Band of Red Devils 

With Forty Rod Whisky and Saved the 

Lives of Six Prisoners. 

A Star man happened to meet a man 
who had served a term or two or three 
in various penitentiaries, hadn’t served 
several he should have served .aud is 
likely to serve more before he is through 
with himself.. Of course that kind of a 
man was interesting, aud after a time, 
when he got to talking under the mel¬ 
lowing influence of things made for the 
purpose, he was more interesting. 

“When I was 3 5 years younger than 
I am now.” he said, “I was out in the, 
mountains of the west on a government 
reservation, where I could make money 
by selling whisky under post prices, I 
was always on the make, aud so I smug¬ 
gled in a dozen or more gallons and had 
them hid in a cave ten miles or so out 
of reach. The cave was a kind of a two 
story affair, the upper story being my 
secret, and there I had my jugs of liq¬ 
uor hid away, aud from there I carried 
it out iu smaller quantities for distri¬ 
bution. The lower part of the cave was 
20 feet below the upper chamber, and 
in this part was a basin of water, which 
had dripped from the upper part. It did 
not contain more than a gallon of water. 
I knew it was easily'exhausted, for I

‘ ‘Anybody, even a reporter, knows 
what becomes of au Indian or a dozen 
of them when there are unlimited quan¬ 
tities of firewater at their disposal, and 
as soon as I saw how the thing was go¬ 
ing I hurried back and set "’iother jag 
to work. I was a little afraid they might 
get ugly drunk and kill their prisoners, 
hut evidently they hadn’t had much <o 
eat that day, and the liquor was getting 
in its work on empty stomachs. What¬ 
ever was the cause, before I had any 
idea that it was time for it the whole 
of them was full, and in a few minutes 
more they were lying around the little 
basin of the spriug so druuk they could 
not move hand or foot. 

“Then it was my time to play, and I 
corked up the liquor upstairs for anoth¬ 
er day and, went down stairs.

Should Study the Horse. 

Berlin equestrian statues have been 
examined by a veterinary surgeon of 
Potsdam named Bougert, who asserts 
that the position' of the horses’ legs is 
wrong in ail of them, not excepting the 
statues of the Great Kurfurst, of Fred¬ 
erick the Great and of Frederick Wil¬ 
liam III and IY. He finds_ the same 
faults in many of the paintings in the 
Berlin National gallery. ' In Egyptian, 
Assyrian, Babylonian aud Persian works 
of art the positions of the horses are nat¬ 
ural and right. In those of the Greeks 
and Romans they are not always correct. 
The equestrian statues of the tw.oBalbi, 
father and son, in the Naples museum 
have the legs of the horses in the" proper i 
position. 

Borax. * •’ 

While prospecting near Death valley, 
in Arizona, a miner and his friend dis¬ 
covered the dead body of a horse which 
had been lying for some time upon the 
crude borax- deposits. As they were 
nearly dying from thirst,, they cut into 
the flesh in order to moisten their lips 
with the blood. Much to their surprise, 
they found that, both flesh and blood 
were quite, sweet 1 owing to their preser¬ 
vation by the borax. This incident led 
to an investigation of the properties of 
borax and its final adoption by the med¬ 
ical faculty as an antiseptic agent of 
great value.
